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The Great Lakes Research Checklist: An Anniversary 





In May 1959 the Third Conference on Great Lakes Research decided that an 
information service between agencies interested in Great Lakes research was 
needed to promote knowledge of Great Lakes activities. The Great Lakes Research 
Checklist was the result. The Checklist is prepared cooperatively by the Great 
Lakes Commission and the Great Lakes Research Division of the Institute of’ 
Science and Technology as a service to the Great Lakes community. It is based 
upon an agreement by the participants in the Third Conference to supply infor- 
mation about the publications, theses, conferences and research activities of 
their agencies. The Checklist appears whenever a sufficient quantity of these 
items has been accumulated. 


Since this issue of the Checklist coincides with the Fourth Conference 
on Great Lakes Research being held at the University of Michigan on April 17-18, 
it is proper to point out that the service which the Checklist can render is 
determined primarily by the degree to which participant groups cooperate by 
sending in information. 


Congressional Bills Include Great Lakes in Proposed Oceanography Program 





Bills introduced in Congress (S. 901 and H.R. 4276) in February 1961 include 
the Great Lakes in the waters to be studied in a proposed new federal program in 
marine sciences and oceanography. Inclusion of the Great Lakes in the program 
was recommended to the Senate Select Committee on National Water Resources by 
the Great Lakes Commission in 1959 and also has been endorsed by the University 
of Michigan's Great Lakes Research Division. Hearings on the Senate bill were 
held in March and are expected to resume following submittal of a special message 
on oceanography to the Congress by the President.
